The Brooklyn and Staten Island High School (BASIS) District is the only high school 
Superintendency that spans two boroughs, with seven schools in Staten Island and sixteen 
in Brooklyn. Our geographical uniqueness. has contributed greatly to the diverse 
opportunities and challenges of the District. Even though BASIS has two Parent 
Federations, there is a unity because of a combined Presidents' Council which works 
towards common BASIS goals. Special initiatives have been implemented across the 
District to develop new designs for teaching and learning.
